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DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

The full name of each inventor (family name and at least one given name together with any initial) 
has not been set forth. Inventor name "Martin, Emilio" is inconsistent with application number 1 1/053598. 
The name should be changed to - Miguelanez, Emilio --. 

Pertinent Art Cited 

The following US Patent Applications reveal the current state of the art: 

Sheppard et al. (5,130,936) discloses a method and apparatus comprising: a tester (Column 5: 
Line 53) configured to test a set of components (Column 5: Line 65) and generate test data (Column 6: Line 
5) for the set of components, wherein the components are fabricated in accordance with a fabrication 
process; and a diagnostic system (Column 5: Lines 61-62) configured to receive the test data (Column 5: 
Line 54) from the tester and automatically analyze the test data (Column 5: Line 57) to identify a 
characteristic of the fabrication process (Column 6: Line 64) for the components wherein the diagnostic 
system comprises a pattern recognition system configured to recognize a pattern in the test data (Column 
19: Line 4). 

However, Sheppard does not teach at least a method and apparatus wherein the pattern 
recognition system includes a feature extractor configured to extract a feature from the test data associated 
with the pattern and wherein the feature extractor calculates at least one of a mass, a centroid, a geometric 
moment, and a moment of Hu based on the test data. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 14, 27 and 39 are allowed. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1, 14, 27 and 39 is the inclusion of the limitation "a 
tester configured to test a set of components, wherein the components are fabricated in accordance with a 
fabrication process and wherein .includes a feature extractor calculates at least one of a mass, a centroid, a 
geometric moment, and a moment of Hu based on the test data". The prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious. 

Claims 51-84 are allowed due to their dependency on claims 1, 14, 27 and 39.
